Knter- 
t.\inin(f this view,^ I sliall, if elected, accord to the 
Government id tlic d.ay a hearty supjiort should their 
policy and actions Indicate an immediato aetivo, en- 
ergetic commenccmont and continuous construction 
of tho Canadian Pacific Railway through Uritish Col- 
umbia. 

Should Sir John A. -Macdonald and party return to 
power, I should feel hound, if elected, to render liini 
a hearty support in order that he may have a real a;*- 
porf.unity of carrying out the \[nnil scheme of a trans- 
continental railway across our own territory, and 
which was provided for in the Terms of Union which 
his Government negotiated with this Province. 

Under the Terms of l'nion certain Orders in Council 
were pio^sed hy the tiovernnient of the lioniiniuu de- 
claring Ksnuinialt to bo the tcmiinus of the (,'aiiadian 
Pacific Railwav, and a Reservation of the Public Lands 
from Ksipiiiii.a'lt to Sevinour Narrows, known a-s tlie 
20-iuile belt, wa.s aiipli'ed for bv the Dominion flovern- 
inent and raceiveil hy them from th? Local Clovern- 
mcnt and regarded as a portion ot tlie Canadian I'aci- 
fle Riiiway to all intents and purposes. 

The AKricuitural, Coal Mining and other interests 
would be promoted by tho construction of the Island 
section as jiart ot the Pacific Hallway— the Imnicdiato 
prosecution of which \vnuld llrin^; into acti\ e husiness 
lite tlie entire section ti-avcr-od. Farm products would 
llnd a rcadv market, labor ot all kinds would he in de- 
mand, and OS a consequence business would revive 
hrouKliout tho Province and confidence would nyr.in 
be restored. 

Should, however, the Dominion Government find it 
.Iniposslhlo to retain Ksquiiiialt ih the teniiimiH of the 
Railway on account of entjincerins dinicuilh-s, I would 
insist on an cquiUahle indemnity tor the whole line 
from Esqulniait to Seymour Narrows, as heinf; justly 
due to Vancouver Island for the serious loss whieh we 
have susUained from the public lands between those 
two ])oints havinj; been locked u]) fur such a leiij^then- 
ed periCKl from pre-eni])tion, HCttienient and tievelop- 
ment. 

I would urge tho necessity ot more frequent mail 
communication throughout the District and Province 
generally, and woiUd use iny most earnest endeavors 
to obtain direct mall communication between Nauai- 
mo and Now WcBtminster, and would also do my ut- 
most to obtain immediate Tslegraphic eominunication 
botv^'een Nanainio, Victoria and the other large ship- 
ping port ot liurrard Inlet. 

With regard to tho Tariff question I entirely dls- 
a[;rce wltli those who think that a variety ot interests 
must necessarily conflict with eacii other. On tliecoti- 
trary, I mointain that the greater the number ot in- 
terests wo have in this district actually at work 
dovelopinjf our varied resources the more certain are 
we ot progression. I believe, tlioretore, that tho tarltl 
can bo so readjusted as to ho equitable to all, without 
incroasinfi; the present revenuo tariff. 

With roffard to public and other huildin;;B. such as 
a Drill Hall, etc., I would advocate that Nanaimo ho 
placed upon an equal tooting with tho otlior cities ot 
the Province. I will endeavor to visit every part ot 
tho District and will hold meetings, of which due no- 
tice will bo given. 

And, finally, should you favor mo with your confi- 
dence, I can assure you tliat twenty years* rcsldenco 
in tho Province— IS of which have been in tho midst 
of your district — has eiiahlod mo to form conclusions 
which are more likely to bo used to your advantage 
than can bo expected from any other person whoso 
interests and residence aro outsldo of your district.

TRU GiriNESE TAX BILL 

THE GOVERNMENT. 



AND 



"I must declaro the Bill un'coustitii- 
tiondEVEN IP mDEdMATES THE 
WHITE POPUIiATION." 

The abovo is a sentenco takon from 
Mr. Justice Gray's decision on the 

Chinese Bill. "I ituist declare the Bill 
unconHtitutional." That is saying in 
cUect that tlio measure was so badly 
drawn as to leave the learned JuJg(! no 
alternative hut to declare it illegal. 
However much he might agree with the 
principle of tlie measure ; no matter 
what might be hia opinion as to Chi- 
neao immigration or the ncces.sity of 
legislating to protect the white laljorer 
from conijietition with the Mongolian 
laborer — the learned Judge felt that 
his duty, was clear. The bad law with 
wMoK the mejisiiro' bristled, left him no 
alternative but to declaro it unconsti- 
tutional, " oven if it decimates tho 
white pojiuIiUion." In what an unc.'n- 
viablo light is the law adviser to tho 
Crown held before tho country. Ho 
undertook tO' grapple with au evil 
which; till classes are agreed, is sapjjing 
tho foundation of civilized society. He 
introduced a Bill with tho doclarcxl in- 
tention of removing that evil by driv- 
ing the Chinese from our mid.st. When 
the measure was brought down we dis- 
cussed its sections freely, and pointed 
out woak spot.s that sliouJii be strength- 
ened, and unconstitutional provisions 
that ought to 1)0 niailp constitutional. 
Our labor wa.s in vain. The Jlinistry, 
whiob was never in earnest in 
the matter, and which counted amongst 
its Hui)porter8 in the Ifourio throe of tho 
hettviest employora of Chinese labor in 
tlie Province, refused to amend the 
Bill so that it might successfully pass 
the ordeal of a review by tho Supremo 
Court. It wont tlirough the House 
with all its imperfections, and was up- 
BOt' the moment it came before Mr. 
Justice Gkay. In a j)rovious .article 
we commented severely upon the fail- 
ure of tho Attorney-General to ai)i)oar 
in Court to protect bis pet measure 
from disaster. His absence from the 
the Court gives color to tho charge of 
insincerity which has been freely made 
against him, and tho language of Mr. 
Justice Gu.vY is sufficient to show the 
faulty character of the Bill — of which 
the Attorney-General was as well 
aware as anyone when he introduced it. 
"Even if it decimates tho white popula- 
tion," says the Judge, i-egrotfully, the 
Bill cannot stand. it is in oi)position 
to treaty and constitutional rights 
—.-it i.s an invasion of every jn-inciplc 
known to the law — it is an attempt to 
introduce slavery into the Province 
under the thin guiie of protecting white 
labor — it throws all the j)ublic work 
into the hands of Chinese liead-tn.x de- 
faulters. So, then, no matter how 
gi-eatly the Court might sympathize 
with the white working classes, there 
was no help for it but to declare tho 
Bill null and void, "even if it deci- 
mates tho white population." 

The public have waited patiently 
until now to see whether an appeal to 
the full Bench would not be made; but 
no sign lias as yet been given. Tho 
Government are disposed to wash their 
hands of the whole affair and will 
doubtless approach tho white working- 
ingnien and say — "You see, we fulfilled 
our jiledges. We passed a Chinese 
Tax Bill. We made it hot and strong 
and flavored it with injustice. We sent 
men out to collect the tax, and did all 
in our power to put it in force. ' But 
the Supreme Court has interposed a 
bar and the Bill has fallen. It is not 
our fault. Blame Mr. Justice Gray." 
Not a word about the Bill having been 
purposely drawn to insure its defeat ; 
not a syllable about its being so out- 
rageous in its provisions that the 
Attorney-General did not dare to de- 
fend it, and does not now dare to ap--' 
peal against tho learned Judge's de- 
cision, which was given with a feeling 
of reluctance, and is filled with sym- 
pathy for. tjie white population who 
may be "decimated," but cannot bo 
protected by bad legi.slation against tho 
hordes of Chinese who now nearlv 
dominate the labor market and bid fair, 
before many year.s, to nionojiolizo every 
industrial pursuit within reach of the 
white worker.

We ride back tovs-avd the center of 
the city formoretbnn a mile along Hyde 
Park, one of the many breathing places 
which London is fortunate in possessing

■enci! of the t^Jucen of England, down 
the M:ill hcsiilo the be:iutiful .St. .lames 
Park to Clio'-iiig Cross, the center of 
the West end, tho fasiiioiiable part of 
London. Near here aro many of the 
finest residences in the city, and most 
of the aristocratic club houses. 

At Charing Cross, in Trafalgar 
Sipiare, is a magnificent monument to 
Lord Nelson, and along one side of the 
Sipiare is the National Art Gallery. 
From Charing Cross the street is called 
the Strand, and is one of the most 
i prominent thoroughfares in the great 
city. At Temiilc Bar, wdiicb was form- 
erly a coiis])icuous land mark, and 
could ')C seen at a long distance from 
either sido, the namo again changes to 
Fleet street. Tiio Bar was a rude arch 
thrown across tho street where in early 
times stood the ])o,-;tH or bars which 
marked the boundary between London 
and Wcstininsti'r. It was removed 
about two years ago, and wo miss its 
familiar arch and the rusty iron ho()k.s, 
on which the heads of criminals were 
exposed only a hundred years ago. 

J ust as wo enter Fleet street on tho 
right is a hair cutting establishment, 
['"leet street was formerly a resort of 
literary man. Bmi. Jonson, Cliattor- 
ton, Dryden, Milton, Coldsniith, and 
a host of othws are associated with this 
historic street. The well known .Mr. 
"Puncli" also has his office hero. At the 
foot of r-udgati;'s Mill, the str(>ot again 
changes its name to Ludgato (Jireus, 
which extends to St. Paul's Cathedral, 
the jilaco where wo commenced our 
sight seeing. 

If we now take a se.at with tho driv- 
i;r of an omnibus on (Jheapsido wo, can 
i-ide through Newgat(\ lloUioni and 
Oxford street.s, (the .same unbroken 
street but with many differept names) 
a distance of many miles back to Ken- 
sington, and will have seen the entire 
length of the city, in a course, in gen- 
oral parallel to that taken from Ken- 
sington to St. Paul's. On Oxford street 
we aro near the Britisli Museum, about 
which wo can only say here that it is 
the largest and best Museum in the 
world, and is wortliy all the time one 
can give it, if it be a month. It was 
recently proposed to issue a catalogue 
of tho ^.Museuin, but the ])lati was finally 
abandoned because simply to name the 
difieront things in the collection would 
mako several books as large as Webster's 
Unabridged.

To any 
ono born to the English language there 
is no city in the world equal to Lon 
don, for interest or improvon ■ .

Ijeen prominent in our common Englisli 
hisfoi-y for the past thousand years. 
Although London ia dingy and smoky, 
often obscured by dense fog, and rains 
aro so sudden and frequent that it 
seems ai if the inhabitants are born 
with umbrellas under their arms, it 
is a city to be loved by every Amer- 
ican traveler, and to be left -with re- 
gret.
